The court here held that as to 'the 


limited number of •payments on Mus 
kogee town lots, made by the defend 
ant, 
Turner, within the statutory 


period of three years,' ending Ma; 
27, 1909, th*s being the. date the dn 
d'lotments were fried in court, tlf< 
government would be required to 
show 
"conscious participation" in 


the payments by the defendants other 
than Turner. In view of this, Turner 
was left alone without a valid case
